to be outlawed, 

In January 1814, Buonaparte commanded 
armies of which honor was the moving prine:

„The Marquis Wellesley rose for the pur. 
„pose, he säid, of moving to discharge the Or- 
der for summotning their bordships to-mor- 
row, upon his intended motion respecting the 
affair of Saxony.- There were some passages, 
however, ina paper his Majesty's Ministers 
had thought proper lately to lay before the 
llouse, he meaut the substance fl the Treaty 
recently concluded at Vienna, which seemed 
to involve peiats and considerations of such 
immediately and superlative importance, as 
to call for full and explicit information on 
the partof the Noble Lords opposite, pte- 
vious to the discusziun of the subject of which 
he had given notice, however important that 
topic may be separately in itself, The docu. 
ment to which be referred was of that nature, 
that fora futl discussion of its merits, he 
thought a proceeding originating at the othef 
side of the House would be preferables but 
en reading it, which he did with the utmost 
attention, «he found it, (independent of the 
magnitude and importance of the consideras 
tion tú which it. referred) the language and 
the tenor of it to be so obscure, nay so unir: 
telligible, that it seemed to him la be essena 
tially necessary, with reference to the precise 
objects of a war, in which we may even thed 
be actually involved, to call for some clear 
And distinct explanation on the part of his 
Majesty's Ministers, and especially as to the 
principle upon which the transaction rested. 
And this he felt it his duty to require before 
he called: the, attention uf their Lordships to 
any other subject. When the Address was 
meted on the 7th of April, he considered 
from its tener, and from all that trauspired 
then in discussion, they were considering vuly 
these questions s-=First, Whether in the state 
in which this country and our Allies were 
then placed, by the return of the present 
Rater of France to power, it was necessary, 
both for the interest of this country and the 
tranquiltity of. Earope, that we shovtl arm 
by sea and land. Aud, 2dty, to consult with 
our Allies upon such measures as may be ne- 
Eessary for the trangdillity and dependence 
of Europe under euch circumstances. The. 
great point of whether we should engage in a 
War wasa question expressly- reserved at the 
time. Upon these cônsiderations alone, did 
the decision of that day take place. It since 
appeared, however, that on the very day the 
House was called upon for sacha decision the 
decision for going to war had actually been 
formed by his Majesty's Government; and 
not only that deciston, but the objects of it 
(however loosely and indefnitely stated) were 
settled, ‘and consequent arrangements made, 
at the very moment their Lordships under. 
stood that the question of due preparation 


‚and due eonsultatian only were determined. 


There existed no reason for concealment at 
the time, for no Circumstances had occured 
since the conclusion of the treaty, which 
might produce any important alteration in the 
winds of the Allies, and be must therefore re: 
gard it as most extraordinary that no state 
ment of the transaction had been made on that 
day. On this very questionable procedure he 
trusted some distinct explanation would be 
called for, and on an early-day With res. 
pect to the Treaty itself it was (hat he had then 
to call for some necessary elacidation. There 
were two distinct lincs or principles of policy 
which he might have acted u pon with refcrencu 
to the important transaction -which gave risc 
to the treaty, neither of which the noble 
Marquis, after adverting to these, had been 
acted upon” by. his Majesty’s Government, 
A middle course was preferred, and one un… 
fortunately, which incarred all the disadvan- 
tiges of both the alternatives, without pre- 
Senting one single advantage of either, and 
not only these, but which might eventually 
produce those very dangers they were so anx- 
tous to avoid. Let it be seen what (he trea. 
ty itself expressed. The first Article was 
avowedly formed in the spirit of the Dectara. 
tion of the 18th of March, and directed a. 
gainst Napoleon Bonaparte, and all those who 
had Joined, or should hereafter join hin, in 
order to force him to desist from his projvets:

ltegociation with his Allies. How in snch 
a case could it be said, theie Foordships were 
called upon to give an ovinien upon the 
question of peace or wars a question which 
would necessarily as well as avowediy depend 
upon the determination the Allies might make 
upon the topict in negociatioû? They were 
only called wvpon by that Address to äpprove 
the precautivuary measures of arming that 
had been taken, and the proposition of an 
arrangement in concert wilh our Allies.

two views. The Address had beén tautiously, 
confined to points that did not depend upon 
the Treaty.
